To-night people can be seen 
here and there in groups standing on the 
corners, in flie middle of the streets and in 
backrooms, some quietly reasoning, others 
talking excitedly. “ V igilante ” seems to 
be on every one's lips. The town is in­ 
fested with thieves, burglars, pimps, opium 
fiends, and the very lowest types of hu­ 
m anity. Burglaries are alarm ingly fre­ 
quent, and ladies hardly dare go on the 
streets alone after sunset. 
Since Sunday last four alarm s of fire 
were turned in, three of which occurred at 
alm ost exactly the same time of night. 
D uring the last week the town has lost by 
fires over $400,000. Two of these fires are 
known to have been of an incendiary 
origin, and one the canse is not know n. A 
year ago a vigilance committee organized, 
broke open the array of Companies C and 
F , arm ed themselvee w ith Government 
m unition of war and rid the town of this 
sam e class of toughs as are now holding 
high carnival here. A repetition of the 
scenes of a year ago are feared and that is 
th e reason Companies C and F have been 
ordered on guard duty.

conduct of the Fourth of July Committee, de­ 
spite the earnest and generous efforts of this 
union to prevent such a result; and whereas, 
this said action of this committee has placed 
this union in a position of apparent antagonism 
to said National Guard; and w hereas, this union 
is in no way antagonistic to or disrespectful of 
said National Guard ; but is, on the contrary, in 
favor of said guard : therefore be it 
Resolved, That it is the desire of this union to 
prevent being placed in any such false position 
again, and that therefore the resolutions of this 
union in regard to street or other parades shall 
not apply to bands regularly attached to any 
regiment of the National Guard when on duty 
with said regiment, except as regards the pay. 
of musicians as established by this union. 
It is known that Colonels Dickinson, 
Tobin and McDonald are trying their ut­ 
most to get permission for the First A rtil­ 
lery Band to accompany their respective 
com m ands into camp during the coming 
season. The mem bers of the band are 
willing, but the Post Comm ander’s consent 
is necessary.

N E W Y O R K . 


R e p o rt o f E . L . G o o d se ll o n th e P re s e n t 
S ta te o f th e M a rk e t. 
S a n F ra n c is c o , July 12th.—A carload of 
California fruit arrived in New York last 
week in a patent refrigerator car, which 
had been packed w hen fully m atured, and 
which reached New York in first-class con­ 
dition. A large portion ot this year’s crop 
will be so shipped, and a greatly increased 
dem and for our fruits will doubtless by the 
result. 
E. L. Goodsell, the leading New York 
dealer in California fruits, sends the fol­ 
lowing report on the present condition of 
the Eastern m arket, under date of July 6th: 
“ I report our m arket as bare of any 
direct supplies, all California fruit on the 
m arket being Chicago purchases. Quota­ 
tions can therefore be only nom inal, but 
with the good demand, prices will proba­ 
bly rule from next week. There are due, 
so far as known, four carloads direct, two 
from the Golden Gate Association, one 
from the F ruit Union, and one private 
shipper. 
“ Bartlett pears and Tragedy prunes lead 
the m arket, price and demand. Shipm ents 
of Georgia peaches have rather interfered 
with those from your State, but still Early 
Crawford’s bring a fair price. H ale's Early 
do not carry ; my advice to shippers is, 
don’t send any of this truit East. ’ There 
are no really good apricots coming to hand, 
but such as are comm and all they are 
worth. Peach plum s aie popular because 
of their keeping qualities. 
' 
"A recent interview I had in London 
with the largest shipper in A lm ería grapes, 
convinces me we shall have fully 75,000 
barrels less here the coming season than 
last. Prices were so low here and so good 
in England that m any who thonght Am er­ 
ica their Mecca wi>l ship to the continent 
and elsewhere in Europe during the com­ 
ing tall. Hence there ought to be a good 
m arket for yonr grapes, which you say 
promise to be of such a large yield. 
“ Your growers m ust learn to make their 
fruit look as attractive as possible; to pack 
carefully, and to send only the selection. I 
believe this a turning-point in the Califor­ 
nia fruit history here, as the products hav­ 
ing been brought to the consumers' atten­ 
tion by every device possible. The more 
progressive are now investigating, and if 
they should get hold of any inferior fruit 
in the course of such action, they are likely 
to stop, then and there, for good'.’’

“ W hat a pity,” says Mr."Herring, “ this 
great work wilt not owe its completion, as 
it does its design, to American genius and 
enterprise. 
If our people are to lose by 
failing to grasp the importance of the witer- 
prise, it is not the fault of the Government 
or its representative here, for all the neces­ 
sary information thereon was given years 
ago by R. J. Squire—who was then' our 
Charge d’Affaires in H onduras—who de­ 
signed the road, published to the world its 
superior advantages over all others for 
trans-isthm ian traffic. 
“Aside from the Monroe doctrine, and 
however little interest England as a Gov­ 
ernm ent may feel in the enterprise, and 
however well it may be guaranteed to com­ 
plete neutrality and equality of freight 
charges to people of all nations, though 
nothing is mentioned about either in the 
concession, tbe mere fact that Englishm en 
are to control the enterprise will give to 
their country advantages over the trade and 
traffic of Central America which will be of 
great commercial im portance to this coun­ 
try. The financial, political and comm er­ 
cial influence of the syndicate will be con­ 
centrated in London." 
This, the Consul says, will bring to H on­ 
duras, to Central America and to all con­ 
tiguous 
localities, an increased and in­ 
creasing num ber of Englishm en. 
They 
will have their connections, established 
credit affiliations and preferences in theold 
country and will of course appreciate the 
natural and manufactured products of their 
own country more than thoseof the United 
Stales. 
“ The people of H onduras," Mr. H er­ 
ring concludes, “ like all Spanish A m eri­ 
can people—I am now speaking of the 
masses—are strongly affected by appear­ 
ances and demonstrations of influence and 
power. Therefore the m ere fact that it is 
publicly known that such an im portant 
railway is to be built by Englishm en will 
raise them and their Government in the 
estimation of the people of this State.”

to be his mother, and with a daughter of 
tw enty years by another m an. 
In 1876, 
the daughter had an illegitimate child by 
Perkins and a large family row ensued. 
Perkins took the child on the day of its 
birth and buried it alive in the sand on the 
river bank, and shortly afterward the flood 
washed it away. 
H e was convicted of 
m urder and sentenced to be hanged April 
27,1877, but on A pril 24th President Hayes 
comm uted his sentence to im prisonm ent 
for life. 
Now, on the recom mendation of 
the Attorney-General, the President grants 
a full pardon.

BENJAMIN F. BUTLEE’8 “BUSTED" 
COLONIZATION SCHEME. 


Immense Fortunes Made by Flores, Hale 


& Co. in Gathering Orchilla— 
A Strange Country. 


[Special Correspondence of the Recobd-Union.] 
L a P az, Baja Cal., 1889. 
I think it was somewhere about the 
year 187J, or ’72, that what was known as 
the California Colonization Company—of 
which General B. F. Butler was one of 
the leading spirits, in conjunction with 
several other prominent men of the East— 
took formal possession of 175 leagues of 
this peninsula, immediately adjoining 
Magdalena Bay. For this princely terri­ 
tory they paid to the Mexican Govern­ 
ment $175,000 in solid cash, in considera­ 
tion of which sum the Government afore­ 
said solemnly agreed to hold as theirs for­ 
ever a certain part of the land, whether 
or not they fulfilled all the conditions of 
the grant, and also to protect the colonists 
who might settle thereon. 
A good many families came, with their 
goods and chattels, and for a time all 
went well with the “ California Com­ 
pany.” But when the French intervention 
distracted poor Mexico, the Government 
had more than it could do to protect its 
own, and Mr. Butler’s colonists were com­ 
pelled to flee for their lives, a number of 
them being killed. 
For a number of years thereafter nothing 
was heard from this company, and no 
further attempts were made at coloniza­ 
tion. It seems, however, that the spirit of 
the scheme is not dead, norsleepeth—only 
biding its time. There appears now to be 
several claimants to a portion of this same 
territory, whose boundaries were 'never 
very clearly marked. The “ International 
Company,” of the northern half of the 
peninsula, included some of it within 
their jurisdiction, and have recently been 
warned by Butler et al. not to sell,” settle 
or otherwise tamper with a foot of it, at 
their peril; a Mexican family assert with 
vehement positiveness that they own the 
whole thing, and show deeds and titles to 
.prove i t ; while the great orchilla export­ 
ers, Messrs. Flores, Hale & Co., are in 
actual possession and mean to keep it. As 
possession is “ nine points in law,” and as 
the latter claimants have abundant means 
with which to support their pretensions, 
and the ear of the Government, through 
the Mexican half of the firm, it is safe to 
conclude that they will hold the fort for 
some time to come. 
FLORES, HALE & CO. 
Own (or claim to) exactly 4,000,000 acres, 
extending 400 miles along the Pacific coast of 
this peninsula, from the 28th parallel 
away down to Cape St. Lucas, with an 
average breadth of eighteen miles. The 
quid nuncs say that Mr. Flores is a mythi­ 
cal creature, like Mr. Harris, to whom 
Sairy Gamp so often alluded, to add weight 
to her opinions ; but he is popularly sup­ 
posed to spend his time at the Mexican 
capital, looking after the company’s interests 
with the Government. J. B. Hale is an 
Irishman, now a millionaire twenty times 
over—a mild-eyed, thick-set and very gal­ 
lant gentleman, jnst turned to the shady 
side of middle age, and of so retiring a dis­ 
position that newspaper items have to be 
fairly wrung out of him by main force. 
He has an elegant home and pleasant 
family in San Francisco, and has been in 
business on this peninsula for more than a 
quarter of a century—first in silver min­ 
ing at San Antonio, and for the last fifteen 
years busily engaged in gathering orchilla, 
and his millions, in the vicinity of Magda­ 
lena bay. 
The famous dye-stuff (pronounced or- 
chee-ya) was first discovered on this pe 
ninsula by a sailor from Nantucket, R. 
I., and is found nowhere else in North 
America. It is a parasite—a kind of air 
piant, second cousin to the orchid family— 
which here attaches itself to shrubs and 
trees up to a height of twelve feet, in such 
surprising profusion that the more is 
gathered the more seems to grow in its 
place. Doubtless it belongs to that genus 
of lichens known to commerce as the 
“archil plant,” “white Swedish moss,” 
“dyers, weed,” “cudbear lichen,” etth, which 
are collected from rocks near the sea in 
various parts of the world. That found in 
the Levant, and on the Canary and Cape 
Verd Islands—whose hptanir.al name is 
Roedla tincloria, or fueiformi»— is supposed 
to be the very best for dyeing purposes, 
while a somewhat inferior variety (L«o- 
nora tartarca) is found in Sweden and the 
south coast of England, and grows so 
abundantly along the Mediterranean and 
the coasts of Africa and Madagascar, as to 
form a thick turf on rocks near the sea. 
The Castilian name for it is orciglia; the 
French, orseille. W hen first picked it 
presents a soft, greenish-brown, mossy ap- 
j>earance. It is of a substance almost car­ 
tilaginous, branching out like tiny s|>onges 
covered with little black warts that are 
flat and powdery. The branches are com­ 
monly less than two inches long, and the 
6ize of in ordinary pin; but these of Lower 
California, has also some foundation on the 
west coast of South America, near Lima— 
sometimes grow -ix or eight inches long 
and large as a goose-quill. 
OR* HI LI.A 
Is said to tie the most valuable article 
known to dyers for adding luster to all 
fabrics, and the silks cannot be properly 
dyed without it, though when used by it­ 
self, uncombined with other dye, the color 
is not permanent. It is marketed chiefly 
in Europe, none of it being used on this 
oontinent in the raw state; hut after hav­ 
ing been sent to England and France and 
manufactured into dye, considerable quan­ 
tities of it are reship¡>éd to the silk manu­ 
factories of America. It is easy to see how 
Mr. Hale has made an enormous fortune 
out of this nasty-looking weed in a few 
years’ time: He keeps more than five hun­ 
dred men busily picking. They pack the 
moss into bales, weighing 200 pounds 
each, and send it by ship-loads to England, 
where its sells lor 10 cents per pound, the 
average yearly profit amounting to more 
than $250,000. 
The coloring substance is obtained from 
the moss by putrifaction and fermentation. 
The lichens are cleaned, ground to pow­ 
der, placed in tanks, and covered with 
sume ammoniacal liquid. After a time a 
violet-colored matter is generated, which 
gradually sinks to the bottom of the vat 
in the_ condition of moist paste. The 
liquid is then drawn off, and the paste 
mixed with chalk to give it consistence 
enough to handle. The moss itself is 
soluble in water or alcohol, to which it 
imparts a lovely hue of rosy violet. It is 
much used in dyeing lilac and lavender 
shades, and though it gives to silken fabric 
the riche-t and most delicate shades that 
can possibly lie produced, it fades so 
quickly on exposure to the sun that the 
cloth is first colored lilac by some other 
process, and then passed through the 
archil or orchilla dye. It is seldom used 
in coloring cotton, but is in great demand, 
combined with indigo, for woolen goods. 
The firm of Flores, Hale A Co., who en­ 
joy the monopoly of every bit of this val­ 
uable material that exists on our conti­ 
nent, have already expended $1,500,000 
in improvements on their territory, exclu­ 
sive of the half million dollars or more 
used in buying up over one hundred land 
titles. All this 
MAGDALENA BAY REGION 
Is one of exceptional interest. In speak­ 
ing of its possible products Mr. Hale 
assured me that cotton, equaling the best 
in the world, has been raised on his tract, 
and may be produced five years in succes­ 
sion from one planting. Sugar-cane, also, 


has been successfully raised. But I have 
no wish to arouse anybody’s desires or ex­ 
pectations—for not one foot of land can be 
bought at any price where orchilla grows. 
Magdalena Bay is ODe of the safest and 
most spacious harbors on the globe, being 
fifteen miles long by twelve wide, its 
northwestern limits connecting with a 
series of lagoons that extend more than 
sixty miles, and its southern end connected 
by a navigable channel with another bay 
—the Almejas—which, in its turn, is 
twelve miles long by eight miles wide. 
The salt lagoons are all connected with 
one another, separated from the ocean by 
a narrow strip of sand, and are used by all 
small-draught vessels in preference to the 
open sea. There are a number of en­ 
trances to this chain of lakes, and their 
shores are covered with a thick growth of 
stunted mangrove trees. There are barren 
islands scattered along, on some of which 
are springs, slightly sulphurous. The big­ 
gest snails I ever saw aliound hereabouts, 
their dead shells covering the ground like 
a thick layer of snow. On all the wave- 
washed rocks are beautiful abalones (the 
edible mollusk); flocks of gray gulls cover 
the shell beaches ; hawks build their high 
nests in the mangrove bushes, white peli­ 
cans and cormorants fill the air, enormous 
turtles bask in the sun, and cow-fish and 
porpoises tumble over each other in awk­ 
ward play. 
All this region was once a famous resort 
for whalemen, whose vessels have ascended 
the lagoon fully fifty miles above the bay, 
and the shores are strewn with bleaching 
bones, the relics of a former thriving busi­ 
ness. Captain Scammon says that in only 
two seasons more than eight thousand 
barrels of oil were taken here by foursbi[>s, 
assisted by a small shore party; but the 
“grounds” soon gave out at that rate, and 
are no longer valuable. 
Approaching Magdalena bay by sea 
from the north, the coast grows more 
BOLD AND PICTURESQUE. 
High cliffs and detached masses of rock, 
alternating with stretches of glistening 
sand beacl^, to Mount Ysabel, which 
guards its northern entrance—a tall sen­ 
tinel, whose head is 1,500 feet above the 
water. The early Spaniards reported the 
existence just above here of extensive beds 
of asphaltum. The neighboring plains 
are a favorite resort for prong-horned an­ 
telope, great droves of which may be seen 
coming down to the lagoons. Near by, on 
the banks of a clear stream some ten miles 
from the sea, is the old Mission of Puris- 
sima, now a village of about thirty houses 
and 250 people. Only a small portion of 
land adjacent to the village is under culti­ 
vation; but figs, dates, pomegranate^ 
grapes, olives, oranges, wheat,com, cotton, 
cane, peas and beans are raised almost 
without labor, so rich is the soil wherever 
water is t urned on. 
The lomboi, a peculiar plant, found 
nearly the whole length of the peninsula, 
grows here to perfection. It is a small 
tree with soft, brittle wood, fine leaves, 
thick branches and clumsy twigs. On cut­ 
ting a branch or twig, a thin, milky sap 
exudes abundantly; and this, on being ex­ 
posed to the air, turns black as promptlv 
as a solution of nitrate of silver, and is as 
indelible. 
The principal occupation of the people 
of Purissima appears to be the manufacture 
(and consumption) of mescal from the ma­ 
guey plant. This strong and highly alco­ 
holic liquor contains more intoxication to 
the cubic inch than any other liquid known, 
but looks the most innocent, being limpid 
and colorless as water,but with a harsh and 
burning taste, compared to which new 
whisky is mild as milk. It is made by 
cutting out the core of the giant plant im­ 
mediately before* its blossoming time, 
crushing out the sap, fermenting the latter 
and afterwards distilling it. 
The captain's charts show many places 
along these shores marked “water," but 
many a poor seaman has found these al­ 
leged guides a grievous disappointment. 
IN THE SUMMER SEASON 
The only regular supply of fresh water 
that can lie obtained any where near here 
is forty miles from the bay, near the north­ 
ern end of one of the lagoons, and a 6mall 
vessel is employed for the expiess purpose 
of bringing it to Magdalena settlement. 
Those delusive water-marks are merely 
casks which whalemen have sunk in the 
sand. That kind of a well is common all 
along these coasts, and is made by merely 
knocking the heads out of a cask and sink­ 
ing j t anywhere in the sand, working it 
down and removing the sand from the in­ 
side until a sufficient depth is reached for 
water to ooze in freely, hut not too deep to 
be conveniently baled out. Strange to say, 
though close to the briny ocean, fresh 
water soon fills the casks—by no means 
good, but drinkable, having a milky-white 
appearance, and requiring several da vs to 
“settle.” 
' 
On the south Magdalena bay is bounded 
by broken ridges of mountains that separ­ 
ate it from the oc* «n. On the north 
stretches a low, sandy country dotted with 
scrubby hushes and patches of cacti, far as 
the eye can reach. Game of various kinds 
is abundant, and the waters are full of 
food in the shape of fish, oysters, mussels, 
edible abalones, etc. A remarkable phe­ 
nomenon way often be witnessed of the 
water suddenly becoming blood-red in 
streaks and patches—from vast numbers of 
shrimps, each an inch or two long, that ap­ 
pear in “ schools.” Receding tides leave 
the shores covered with millions of them, 
on which the birds feed ; and sometimes 
the air is filled with an intolerable stench 
arising from their decomposition. 
On the west side of a little cove in the 
hay named “ Man-of-war,” there are a few 
houses—one of which is a Custom-house 
and the others are used by Mr. Hale's men 
in the storing and shipping of orchilla. 
From this point a rough trail leads through 
a barren and nearly level country to La 
Paz, the old capital, 115 miles distant.

The following spirited, wholesome and 
patriotic address was delivered by Judge 
Richard O’Gorman to the graduating class 
of St. Francis Xavier College, which took 
place at the Metropolitan Opera House on 
Monday evening last, June 24th, and 
which is here reproduced in full. It 
should be a model in style and sentiment 
to orators for occasions of this kind, for 
such words can not fail to foster those 
principles which others have joined this 
journal in commending, the principles 
which are at the bottom of American 
manhood, and which in time will bind all 
the varying elements that compose our 
national character into an impregnable 
unity of purpose and accomplishment: 
Gentlemen of the Graduating Class: It 
is difficult to imagine a position more en­ 
viable than that which you occupy to­ 
night. You are young, in the happy and 
hopeful morning of life. You have under­ 
gone the last and most severe ordeal of 
your collegiate career, and you have ac­ 
quitted yourselves with success and honor. 
The diplomas you have received testify 
to your industry and your acquirements, 
and give you the right to take rank in the 
honorable confraternity of scholars. You 
ought to be—I am sure you are—very 
proud and happy. 
All here are your friends. Those who 
love you and whom you love, with the 
fondness and fidelity of home, are here. 
The reverend and learned professors of 
your college are here, who have watched 
over your progress with anxious care and 
pride. Here, too, is the eminent and hon­ 
ored prelate, the Archbishop of this dio­ 
cese, whose presence to-night gives addi­ 
tional dignity and grace to this assem­ 
blage. All are here to do you honor—to 
tender you our hearty congratulations, and 
to assure you that we cherish the hope 
that your recent successes are but the har­ 
bingers of future honors, which you will 
obtain on the broader field of activity upon 
which you are soon to enter. 
A m em o r a b le n ig h t. 
You will not easily forget this night. 
This scene will be a pleasant vision, famil­ 
iar to all your lives. Other triumphs are, 
I trust, before you—other efforts will 
achieve success—you will be prosperous 
and honored ; yet, in the midst of your 
fullest pride and exultation, this scene 
will steal hack to you—this triumph of the 
old times—and with it, perhaps, may come 
also a feeling, akin to regret, such as a 
poet thus expresses : 
Ne'er tell me of glory, serenely adorning, 
The close of our days, the calm evening of 
life; 
Give me back, give me back, the wild freshness 
of morning. 
Its smiles and its tears are worth evening’s 
best light. 
. 
But that can never be. Neither poet, 
nor magician, nor sage can restore the past, 
can keep sweet hours from dying, or charm 
them to life again. The past once gone is 
gone forever. The present alone is ours; 
to use it as best we may, and in it to build 
up our fortune for the future. 
Gentlemen of the graduating class, your 
college life is past. All that skillful 'and 
careful teaching could do for you has been 
done, and you have turned it to good 
account. You have acquired all the vari­ 
ous knowledge that goes to make up a 
practical and a liberal education. The 
weapons by means of which you can best 
fight and win the battle of life are ready 
to your hands. It is for you now to wield 
them with courage and skill. 
Henceforth your fate is in your own 
control. The portals of the great world 
will soon open to receive you, the great, 
busy, bustling, earnest, restless world, 
where each man is striving to gain for 
himself wealth or power or honor. There 
lies your future field of battle. There you 
must win victory or suffer defeat.

For the present you need rest—you are 
weary after your long continued efforts— 
you need the indulgence of idleness for a 
time. You have won the right to enjoy it 
for awhile. But don’t let it last too long. 
Don’t let idleness grow into a habit, for 
the habit of idleness is, of all the bad hab­ 
its that mar the efforts of aspiring youth, 
the most subtle and the most dangerous. 
Once in its fatal grasp, energy, ambition 
and force of will begin to wither and de­ 
cay, and the wretched victim becomes lost 
to life and name and fame for evermore. 
IDLENESS. 
You know with what bitterness of scorn 
the proverbs of all people denounce idle­ 
ness. 
Idleness is the mother of mischief. 
The Devil tempts other men, but idleness 
tempts the Devil. 
The Devil dances in an idle brain. 
These are some of the expressions for 
popular contempt for idleness. Here, in 
this energetic republic, in this earnest, 
rapid, unresting life of ours, there is no 
room for an idle man, no respect, and but 
little toleration. He is like driftwood, 
moved to and fro by wind and tide, while 
the ships of commerce pass him by with­ 
out notice. His life is unfruitful and sur- 
perflous. 
Here, more than any other 
place on earth, labor is lord and master— 
commands armies and sends them over all 
the land, to win the battle of civilization. 
I think it was the monks of “Subiaco” 
who used to say that “to labor was to 
pray,” and, indeed, as far as steady occu­ 
pation tends to keep men out of mischief, 
labor may be regarded in the light of á 
religious observance.' I don’t believe that 
a wholly idle man ever was a happy man. 
If you want to he happy, go to work—and 
the sooner you do so the better. And you 
do want to be happy, do you not ? 
You 
want to have “a good time.” No wish can 
be more natural. 
Men have been eagerly seeking happi­ 
ness ever since the occurrence of the un­ 
toward event in the Garden of Eden, which 
we have luid such bitter cause to deplore. 
On this subject of happiness a great deal 
may lie said, and I had thought of saying 
something about it to-night, more or'less 
original, when, luckily, I chanced to see a 
correspondence in one of the daily news­ 
papers which threw an unexpected light 
on the question. A person taking the 
name of “Juvenus” wrote to the editor 
requesting to be informed of the best way 
to lie happy. 
THE MODERN ORACLE SPEAKS. 
The daily newspaper, as we all know, is 
the only true representative and legiti­ 
mate successor of the “Delphic Oracle" of 
old, and inherits all its wisdom and astute­ 
ness. But 1 was in doubt whether the ora­ 
cle, as now administered, would be ready 
on short notice to deal with a question so 
large and so complex. I was mistaken. 
In the next issue of the paper appeared 
this answer : 
Early to lied and early to rise 
Make a m an healthy, wealthy and wise. 
At first I disapproved of the answer, and 
thought it flippant and evasive. But I 
soon changed my mind. I found, as I be­ 
lieve, the secret meaning and interpreta­ 
tion to be this : The best three blessings 
of life which most conduce to human hap­ 
piness are “health, wealth and wisdom,” 
and they are to be won and secured by 
steady and sober habits. If the oracle dill 
not mean that, so much the worse for the 
oracle. It ought to have meant it. Even 
in their palmiest days oracles used to be 
ambiguous and to leave a great deal to 
construction and imagination. 
Of the first of these sources of happiness, 


you, gentlemen, are already possessed. The 
abounding energy and elasticity of healthy 
youth is yours. 
Cherish that precious 
possession. Health once lost, the gladness 
of life is lost, and the strain and jar of 
labor become hard to bear. It has been 
said that every sick man is a rascal. That 
saying seems hard on invalids. But it 
muse be confessed that sickness does not 
tend to soften the temper, or render the 
sufferer a more agreeable companion. A 
sound mind should have a sound body for 
sts home. When the outwork iscapture’d by 
the enemy, the citadel itself is in danger. 
ACQUISITION OF WEALTH. 
Next among the sources of happiness 
comes wealth. 
I am sure that there is no 
need of my impressing on you the satisfac­ 
tion derived from the possession of a com­ 
petent supply of money. 
A comfortable 
balance in a man's favor, in a safe bank, 
tends to sweeten the bitter cup of life very 
much. Some money is necessary to meet 
the ordinary wear and tear of existence, 
and a little more can do no harm, always 
provided that it be honorably come hv and 
wisely spent. 
Hear on this subject what 
is said by Robert Burns : 
To catch Dame Fortune’s golden smile. 
Assiduous wait upon her 
And gather gear by ev'ry wile 
That's justified by honor: 
Not for to hide it in a hedge, 
Not for a train-attendant ; 
But for the glorious privilege 
Of being independent. 
That is well said; every man of spirit, 
every man who respects himself, desires to 
be independent, to be able to call his soul 
his own, to be master of his own thoughts, 
to be able to say and do what seems good 
in his own eyes, within the limits which 
the law and sound morals prescribe. In so 
far as money can procure this independ­ 
ence, money should be sought for by all 
honorable means. To attain a great for­ 
tune is the work of a life, requiring great 
industry, labor, sagacity and skill. If that 
be your purpose, remember what says the 
oracle—you will have to get up early in 
the morning to attain it. 
And, indeed, when I think of the un­ 
bounded benevolence of all men in this 
city, rich and poor, of the alacrity with 
which they come to the relief of their fel- 
lowmen when stricken by sudden disaster, 
when I think of the noble uses to which 
wealth may be put, I do not wonder that 
good men are eager to control a power 
which can be so beneficially applied. 
But the acquirement of wealth is not 
the only aim and purpose of life. W hat 
a man is may be of as much importance to 
him as what he has. 
There are realms of 
thought, the clear atmosphere of which 
the cultivated mind will long to inhale. 
There is a society of men great and grace­ 
ful and good, with whom your studies have 
made you acquainted. The orators, au­ 
thors, warriors, sages—some of whom have 
lived and died above a thousand years ago. 
You are familiar with the language and 
literature of many nations and of many 
times. The voices of the past are audible 
to you and eloquent. In such studies the 
horizon of thought is greatly expanded and 
enlightened. 
t h e h u m a n it ie s. 
There is, I fear, a tendency nowadays to 
decry the study of the ancient classics, 
which are sometimes called “the humani- 
ities,” as not practical studies, and not 
suited to this busy, bustling age of ours. 
People say that a knowledge of Greek and 
Latin does not help a man to get on in 
life. It may be so. It may be that even 
you here are of that mind. I have known 
young gentlemen before now who have had 
a serious quarrel with Homer and Virgil 
and Horace, chiefly on the ground that 
they had not made their thought known 
in the English language. If you bear mal­ 
ice against the Greek and Roman worthies 
on that account I cannot hope now to alter 
your opinion. 
But don’t throw your school and college 
books away. Keep them within easy 
reach. The time may come when you 
will take them up again, and read them, 
and discover that in wit and wisdom and 
dignity, grade and pathos and power of 
thought, they are not surpassed, perhaps 
not even equaled, by any authors of more 
recent times. 
I admit that the ascent to Parnassus re­ 
quires a good deal of hard climbing. But 
the view from the top, when you get there, 
is very grand. It is something to know 
what were the thoughts and hopes, and 
fears and aspirations of great men, in great 
eras of the world, and to hear them speak 
in their own language. 
Instead of decrying these studies now, the 
time, as I think, has come for cultivating 
them with greater ardor. The conditions 
of life and thought and public opinion in 
America are changing fast. “ The old 
order changeth, giving place to the new.” 
The serious problems to be considered 
henceforth will demand all the knowledge 
of statesmanship that can be gathered 
from any source, as well as ail the wisdom 
that is native and to the manor born. 
THE VALUE OF LITERATURE. 
_ And it is not just to say that there is in 
literature no practical value. The litera­ 
ture of a nation, to a great extent, directs 
its purpose, spurs it to activity, and chron­ 
icles its progress. The silent nations of 
the past have lived, died and are for­ 
gotten. It is a nation’s literature alone 
that keeps the memory of a nation’s career 
forever green in men’s souls. So will it 
ever be. 
Thus literature is very practical. It is 
thought, not mere force, that rules the 
world. “ A pebble cast into the sea is felt 
from shore to shore, and a thought from 
the heart set free will echo on for ever­ 
more.” Remember that one of the wisest 
and noblest statemen in Europe is also one 
of its ripest scholars. There is no more 
earnest, no more fruitful student of the 
“ classics” than W illiam Ewart Gladstone. 
Gentlemen, what shall I say to you about 
wisdom, the third and last clause of hap­ 
piness? I dare not say anything. For 
teaching men wisdom there are neither 
schools nor colleges, nor are there scholars. 
Men learn it from their own experience, 
sometimes of good fortune, but more fre­ 
quently from reverses and disaster. 
Though loses and crosses. 
Be lessons right severe; 
There wit there, you' .1 find there, 
You’ll get no other where. 
But you, gentlemen, have safer and 
truer guides—you have been educated in 
the creed and morals and ethics of Chris­ 
tianity. You will find in them the true 
source of wisdom. Is it not written, “ The 
fear of the Lord is the beginning of wis­ 
dom?” Now, you are about to enter on 
the active career of manhood. You enter 
it under auspices the most favorable. 
THE LAND OF FREEDOM. 
This land you live in is quick to recog­ 
nize merit and to reward it. No impedi­ 
ments or hereditary rank or station block 
your way. Here these solemn plausibili­ 
ties of the old times have lost their rever­ 
ence and effect. You may relv on fair 
play. You will succeed, if you deserve to 
succeed. 
The present condition, the probable fu­ 
ture of the world are, in many respects, 
full of hope. The beneficent career of 
science lias but begun. Year by year, day 
by day, new triumphs will be won, the 
comforts, luxuries and happiness of life 
will be greatly increased. 
The >world will be beautified exceed­ 
ingly, and your eyes will look upon its 
splendor. Nowhere will this improve­ 
ment lie more remarkable than here. The 
morals of the world, too, show signs of 
improvements. 
The unreasonable animosities that have 
kept races of men apart and hostile are by 
degrees melting away. In that happy re­ 
sult the “United States” has played the most 
effective part. 
The nation has, with 
splendid hospitality, invited all men, of all 
nations and of all races and religions, to 
share its prosperity, and in the light of 
its freedom they are fast assimilating and 
learning to abandon inhuman fetich of 
mutual hatred, and to accept in its stead 
the religion of friendship for one another.

AMERICAN CITIZENS. 
The blessed sun itself does not pour out 
its radiance in one flash of splendor, but 
advances by slow degrees, touching the 
mountain tops and the plains and valleys 
until gradually all the earth is alive with 
its glory. So gradual is beneficent reform 
among men. Yon are citizens of the 
“ I nited States." Gentlemen, you enjoy 
the rights,_ the privileges of the great re­ 
public. You are protected by its constitu­ 
tion and the laws. In return for these in­ 
valuable advantages you owe it earnest and 
undivided allegiance. You must take care 
that, so far as you can prevent, the repub­ 
lic suffers no defeat, no detriment, no dis­ 
honor. If assailed by war it has the right 
to demand your active personal assistance 
in its defense. Such assistance, I hof>e, 
never need be called fi r. If called for you 
will he swift to obey the summons. 
But war is not the only danger to 
which nations maybe exposed. Peace has 
its own perils, no less important, and which 
call for the wisdom and patriotism of all 
the people. It seems to me that there is. 
even among the cultivated and educated 
classes, now a sort of apathy and indiffer­ 
ence to public affairs, into whieh I hope 
you will never fall. Do your duty to the 
Republic, and all your duty, intelligently 
and earnestly, not from any selfish motive, 
not for the honors or importance it mav 
bestow on you, but from the love you bear 
your native land. It deserves your love. 
It stands pre-eminent and alone in all the 
world as an example and champion of free 
institutions, of free hearths, free homes, 
free altars, tree speech, free men. 
Be proud of your country. Let your 
loyalty to it be a part of your religion. 
Regard the title of “ American citizen ’’ as 
a patent of nobility, and bear it as proudly 
as did the lords of the earth, long ago, 
bear their name of “ Roman citizen ” as 
their title to command the respect and 
homage of mankind. Do your duty al­ 
ways—wherever and whatever it be^—and 
leave the rest to the guidance of the su­ 
preme and sovereign will, whose mandate 
the richest and the poorest, the highest 
and the lowest of all the children of men 
are bound with equal resignation to obey. 
All of the branches of science, such a* 
geology, zoology, entomology, etc., adhere 
with great tenacity to the use of the Latin 
technical terms to designate objects and 
animals. Is it necessary ? Is it hospita­ 
ble? How much preferable is the familiar 
word “domestic duck,” to A nun bunches do- 
viestieus.” And how much easier it is to 
say “crow" than “corvus Americaiusis.”

farming was the prevailing industry of the 
State, and the requirem ents of tiiat branch 
of agriculture involved the need of extra 
help for only a few days two or three times 
a year, the m ajority of farm laborers could 
find only tem porary employment, and, the 
necessity for the help beiog over, nothing 
remains for them but to take up th eir 
blankets and walk. 
“W hile at work, the farmer, needing 
only tem porary help, feels that he cannot 
afford to build comfortable quarters and 
furnish bed3 for from one to ten meu whom 
he only employs for a few days, and there­ 
fore requires them to provide their own 
blankets, and hay m aking them the most 
comfortable bed, they naturally gravitate 
to the barn as a sleeping apartm ent. 
W ithout a place that they can call home, 
they naturally drift to the deadfall and the 
saloon, congregate together for company 
imtnr? tuny""tfc? ftygtln:* "of ^n^ tupirr- 
contraot habits of idleness arid dissipation 
which unfit them for work and make them 
unreliable, acquire knowledge of evil that 
makes them bad citizens, and finally de­ 
generate into the genuine tram p, who will 
not work to earn a meal if he can get it in 
any other way. 
These are the effects of 
the large wheat farms on the laboring 
class. 
There is much to be said on the 


foods as oil-cake, no fixed rule or standard 
or ration can he blindly followed. 
In tel­ 
ligence and common sense combined with 
a proper understanding of the foods are the 
feeder’s best and safest guide. 
Begin with 
a small quantity, say one-half jiound or 
one pound, gradually increase the allow­ 
ance. observing the effect and lim iting the 
amount by the effect produced : thus suit 
the ration to the anim al and to its ability 
to properly digest the food ; do not try to 
force the anim al to any fixed ration. 
KEEPING EGGS. 
A great many plans are given for keep­ 
ing eggs, but the safest mode is always 
turn the eggs. 
If they are turned three 
times a week, and kept in a cool place, no 
packing m aterial is necessary at all.

reason they should be turned is that when 
an egg remains in a certain position for a 
length of time the yolk approaches and j 
adheres to the shell.

to turn each egg separately, but to pack 
them in a box and turn the box.

KEROSENE EMULSION. 
Professor ( '. \ . Riley, entomologist to 
^ 
the U nited States D epartm ent of Agricult- 
B i llre> complains th at several journals have 
published as his an incorrect formula of 
the emulsion which a few years ago he 
proposed as the most generally useful in­ 
secticide. 
The correct formula is as fol­ 
lows: 
G radually add to kerosene h alf as 
mnch m ilk, stirring thoroughly until 
two are perfectly combined and no drops 
of oil are to he seeD, and a complete e m u l-} 
sion is formed. 
For use, one part of this 
emulsion or m ixture is added to twelve j 
parts of w ater and thoroughly stirred. ' 
This is the usual strength, but if a stronger ¡ 
preparation is required use less water. T he ! 
emulsion is applied by means of a garden 
syringe or a garden engine. 
I t is of more 
importance to diffuse such application 
evenly than to apply a large quantity. 
More attention should be paid to the char­ 
acter of the nozzle th a t distributes the 
liquid. 
Some of the “spraying” nozzles 
are most effective.—American Agrieulturiist 
for July.

FEEDING WITH HAY. 
it is the practice of some farmers to give 
their horses too much hay. 
There has 
been great im provement in this respect 
w ithin a few years, and still there are 
many farmers who have not “caught on” 
to the better way. 
\Y ben a boy upon a 
farm, I well remember that it was a stand­ 
ing rule to rake down a little hay into the 
horses’ rack every tim e th at one went into i 
the stable. 
The result was th a t the horse i 
would keep his grinders going nearly all j 
the time, and become a pot-bellied, un­ 
sightly anim al. 
Horses fed in this way 
become mere machines or hay-cutters, the 
nutrition of the hay is not assimilated, 
and a large portion of it is wasted. 
By spch stuffing every organ in the body 
is interfered with, and when put upon the 
road or to work upon a farm a horse so fed

They are apt to be betrayed into the 
m istake of putting into the "mouths of a 
certain class in another part of the country 
such words as they would hear from the 
same class in their own section. 
Ib is, undoubtedly, is the difficulty which 
many N orthern writers find in truthfully 
portraying the negro dialect. 
They take 
as models the negroes they have known, 
and judge, incorrectly, th at the talk of the 
Southern negro would be the same.

sequently, a practical ear can almost al­ 
ways detect the difference between one 
who assumes a fam iliarity and one who is 
“to the m anner born.”

A SOCIALISTIC CONGRESS. 


Next week there is to assemble in Paris 
a Socialistic Congress, and the anomaly ie 
to be witnessed of this republic, win re the 
largest possible liberty is afforded all, 
where toleration is unbounded and the op­ 
portunities in the race of life for the poor 
are unlimited, being represented in the 
body. The call for the Congress is made 
by the “ French EevolutionarySocialists.” 
I t proceeds to declare, among other things 
We Socialists, who aim to emancipate labor, 
to abolish salnrits, to create ail order of things 
in which, without distinction of sex or nation­ 
ality, each and all will have a right to the pro­ 
ceeds of the common laWir; these we request io 
be present. We invite the proletariat of every 
country to come here and refusteu fraternal re­ 
lations’, to consolidate the elTorts of the work­ 
ing classes aud to hasten the-future of a new 
world. 
The call is made for the Congress to sit 
during the Exposition—because, as it re­ 
cites—the capital class has invited the 
wealth and the power of the world to visit 
the Exposition and to contemplate and 
admire the work of laborers condemned to 
wretchedness and misery in the midst of 
the most colossal riches that society has 
ever possessed.” 
There never has been anything more 
solemnly silly than this kind of talk. If 
the unreason and litter folly of the an­ 
nounced purpose is not realized by the 
wage-earners*to whom the call is addressed, 
then they are beyond reach by ordinary 
reason. 
But it is not intended to discuss 
the issue of revolutionary Socialism now ; 
the immediate question is, “ What will the 
French Government do about it?” 
If the 
Congress had been called to sit in the 
United States, the answer to a similar in­ 
quiry would he prompt and to the point : 
“ Nothing; the Socialists may meet, chat­ 
ter and resolve to their heart’s content, 
but so long as they commit no offenses 
against the laws they will not only he 
tolerated, but protected in the right of free 
speech. 
When they invade order, and dis­ 
turb the public peace, or commit crime, 
the criminal laws will punish them as it 
does any ordinary offender.” 
But in 
France the situation is a very different one, 
and there is reason for the Government 
taking alarm. There is in Paris a large 
group of malcontents who stand ready to 
seize upon the slightest excuse for assault 
upon the established order of things; 
there is a large, inflammable group primed 
for disorder that can be easily aroused by 
the visiting Socialists to attack the Gov­ 
ernment, and in that action they would 
receive secret aid and encouragement from 
their old-time enemies, the monarchists, 
who are anxious that the republic shall be 
overthrown, no matter what agency may 
be employed to that end. 
The Congress 
will swarm with Communists and Nihilists, 
European political refuges and representa­ 
tives of discontent and radical enmity to 
republicanism, and the off-scourings of 
Europe in general. 
It will be a precious 
of cranks that will assemble, with a 
scattering of brainy men and shrewd man­ 
agers, ami a contingent of inflammatory 
orators, and a few designing conspirators 
who care nothing for Socialism except as a 
means for the overthrow of the republic. 
Probably what the French Government 
will do will lie to watch and wait. 
To 
permit the body to sit, and to refrain from 
checking it in utterance until it comes to 
open declaration of enmity to the estab­ 
lished Government. 
It may then be ex­ 
pected to step in and warm the leaders of 
the ill assorted assembly that France exists 
in a powder magazine, and will not permit 
any one to flourish a torch within it.

He needs to learn that party in 
the (Jar ted States is but a means of defin- 
1 jtg Ihe lines of policies upon which men 
differ, and that patriotism is by no means 
the exclusive possession of any man, or 
class, or association of men. The Republi­ 
can party is a composition of partisans. 
If 
it were not, it would not be a party. 
At 
the same time there is nothing in the le­ 
gitimate partisanship of the sincere Re­ 
publican to make him any the less a pa­ 
triot, and the same is to be saiil of the sin­ 
cere Democrat, who is also a true Ameri­ 
can. Mac Art bur’s expression was that of 
the man who takes the very narrowest 
view possible of political life in America, 
and who is himself so hide-bound a parti­ 
san that his patriotism is measured by 
party limitations. 
W ith just as much pro­ 
priety, Mr. MacArthur might have said : 
“The Baptist Church is the only one that 
contains true Christians,” as to say what in 
efiect he did—that the Republican party 
alone contains all patriots—for that is the 
reasonable and unavoidable implication of 
his remarks. But aside from all this, any 
reference to party was most untimely on 
the Fourth of July, and that it was is one 
of the best evidences of the untruth of 
the meaning of the clergyman’s words. 
Moreover, the postal employes in New 
York city are quite largely chosen irre­ 
spective of their affiliation, being selected 
according to a plan that is in bitter antag­ 
onism to the spoils system and doctrine, 
and this the speaker must have known, if 
he knows anything at all about the affairs 
of the city in which he has a home. When 
he said what he did, therefore, he assailed 
the civil service reform to which the Re­ 
publican party has pledged itself, and 
which rises so superior to partisanism, that 
it is not to be mentioned in the same 
breath. 
Mr. M acArthur should stick to 
his pulpit, avoid the public forum and en­ 
deavor in his leisure moments to acquire 
an elementary knowledge of the principles 
of the Republic where a gracious Provi­ 
dence has cast his lines and permitted him 
to make himself a laughing-stock.

THE MISTAKE OF MACABTKUB 


’ The Postofficc employes in New York 
city, in the line of an old custom, held a 
celebration on tfie Fourth of July, on 
which occasion a stand of colors was pre­ 
sented, aud some speech-making was in or­ 
der. 
A Baptist clergyman, Rev. Robert 
S. MacArthur, was one of the speakers, 
and lie managed to make liimself very 
ridiculous, to embarrass a good many of 
the postal clerks and to make sincere 
Americans blush. He forgot, or did not 
care, that the occasion was a national, and 
not a political one, and proceeded to make 
a red-hot partisan speech, in the course of 
which he expressed the hope that all the 
clerks were Republicans, and added that if 
they were not he was sorry for them. 
The Republican party, he said, was made 
np not of partisans, but of patriots, and, 
therefore, all the clerks should become 
members of that party. 
We are very glad 
that Mr. MacArthur is not native born, as 


We published on Friday tiie statement 
of musician Coggin made before the court- 
martial, explaining why he mutinied and 
disobeyed the laws of the State and the 
commands of the officers whose authority 
he had sworn to maintain. In brief his 
plea was that he feared the boycott of the 
Federated Trades; that he was old and in 
an established business that lie could tie 
sert only at the risk of starvation ; that he 
had an invalid wife and a dependent fam­ 
ily ; 
and 
that 
while 
the 
trades 
might 
not 
openly 
make 
war upon 
him 
if 
he 
disobeyed 
them, 
there 
was “ something 
more 
terrible 
than 
that"—the secret unrelenting boycott that 
would drive him to starvation. He there­ 
fore chose to risk the displeasure of the of­ 
fended law rather than invoke the ven­ 
geance of the Federated Trades. Remarking 
upon this pitiful statement, the San Fran­ 
cisco A lta comments as follows. 
We com­ 
mend the expression of that courageous 
journal to all thoughtful and unbiased In­ 
telligences : 


The case of Coggin, the Band Leader of the 
National Guard, on trial for mutiny, in refti-iti" 
to obey his oath of enlistment, brings out iii 
high relief tfie system by which the boycott is 
able to usurp the place of the law and the func­ 
tions of government, establishing in efiect gov­ 
ernment by duress. 
Our political system is founded upon Mr Jef­ 
ferson’s maxim, in the Declaration of Independ­ 
ence. that Governments desive their just pow­ 
ers irom (lie consent of the governed.” This 
obsolcies duress and force, distress and oppres­ 
sion, starvation, present or threatened as a 
means of controlling the actions of freemen 
It 
is the principle that has made this country the 
asylum of all men who are filled with the spirit 
of liberty and tnedesire toenjoy it unquestioned 
and unoppressed. The time has now come in 
which 
Mr. Jeiiurson*s declaration must be 
erected as a bar to all who come with the intec- 
tion of establishing a tyranny less endurable 
than that of the Mahui, and an autocracy as 
gloomy and abhorrent as that of the Czar. 
Under the name of labor combinations or as­ 
sociations of capital, or anyibing else.ihb coun­ 
try cannot afford to have the authority of its 
lav s, which govern by consent, set aside and a 
government by duress established, which ac­ 
knowledges no principle hut force, aud u«es its 
ability to inflict starvation as the means of com- 
ptlling obedience to its decrees. This is the 
question involved. It does not relate to [lie 
rights of labor, for they are ampiv sheltered by 
the Government of consent, which has been 
founded upon the Declaration 01 Independence 
There is more than ordinary significance in tfie 
fact tliut these two principles 0f goacrnmeut 
have joined issue in this city 011 the anniversary 
of independence—on an occasion when freemen 
have de.ightcd always to hear read, in the Dec­ 
laration— 
•‘We hold these truths to be self-evident- That 
all men are created equal; that they arc en­ 
dowed by their Creator with cert.on inalienab'e 
rights, that among these are life, liberty and 
the pursuit of happiness; that hi secure these 
rights governments are instituted among men 
deriving their just powers from the consent of 
the governed. 
* 
* 
*

* 
Here is an old man and poor, with failing 
sight, an invalid w ife and a home under mort­ 
gage, confessing violation of his obligations as a 
citizen, snubbing his oath as a guardsman out­ 
lawing himself from the shelter of a Govern­ 
ment which derives its just powers from the 
governed, because it is in the power of a combi­ 
nation lo starve him io death in his old age bv 
denying to him the right to earn his bread in 
his chosen cabing. "But there is something 
more terrible than tiiRt!” What a prcmiant 
sentence! If it liad been uttered by a Russian 
exile, fearful of further cxplulsion lo the awful 
solitude of the. tundra in the licita of the Lena 
it would arouse American sensibilities lo the 
highest pitch. But it is merely Hie pitiful out­ 
cry of an old man in fear of a sentence to dealh 
by starvation, delivered in secret aud covertly 
executed as the penalty qf obeying the mild laws 
ofacouutry which derives its’powers from tl 0 
consent of the governed. The laws of his coun­ 
try guarantee this old man the right to life 
liberty and the pursuit of happiness. But an 
irresponsible junto, by bis own admission lia9 
the power to deny him the right to life it«elf. 
Therefore this government by duress, which is 
substituted for the government by consent 
claims and exercises powers which cannot be 
exercised by the State nor bv the United State» 
Within them it is greater than they; and if it 
can make the obligations to it snperior to those 
due the State in one respect it can in Ml respects 
and the State exists only by its sufferance and 
can be destroyed by its will. The power it held 
over Cogg 1, by his own confession, w r s the 
awful power of life and death, the highest au­ 
thority conferred upon human government. 
We speak in entire kindness, but with the 
firmness which becomes a believer in the Dec­ 
laration of Independence, in law and order and 
the ins itutions of free government, when we 
say that the existence of such authority as that 
under which Coggin cowered in fear of his life 
is incompatible with our institutions. 
Nor is it in any sense 
which in its essence am 
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A large company of journalists, repre­ 
senting mainly the Western Associated 
S ’ress, with headquarters at Chicago, is en 
route to the State, and will spend some 
hours in the Capital City in a few days. 
The delegation is not one of ordinary 
character, since it is composed of propri­ 
etors and editor-proprietors mainly, who 
represent papers of large importance and 
commanding influence.

properly informed concerning the city and 
vicinity. To allow these men to gain 
erroneous ideas of Sacramento will result 
in incalculable barm to us. A very little 
attention properly bestowed will go a long 
way toward impressing these observers 
with the justice of our claims for a market 
for our products, and for the incoming of a 
desirable class of immigrant home-seekers. 
We are fully aware that our people are 
quite weary of expending money in large 
sums in the entertainment of groups of 
Eastern visitors, and it is possible that we 
have in the past been too lavish in our at­ 
tention to the stomachs of our guests. 
But there is do need for extravagant, or 
more than very light expenditure in this 
direction. The people who come to see us 
now are spying out the land, not investi­ 
gating our larders. They want to see and 
be informed, rather than feasted. 
If we 
receive them in the proper spirit and en­ 
tertain them with those polite attentions 
that cost nothing, and supplement them 
with some little catering to the inner man, 
they will be a great deal better pleased 
with us and their reception than if we stuff 
them with food and deluge them with wine. 
Let the people see to it that these visitors, 
who represent exponents of public thought 
that reach daily over three millions of 
readers throughout the West country and 
the Middle States, are received with dig 
nity and with cordiality ; that they are 
refreshed reasonably, but without much 
effort; that they are distributed among 
numerous committee men—old well-in­ 
formed residents—who are able to answer 
their inquiries intelligently and without 
the exaggeration that operates to repel 
the confidence of the visitor instead of in­ 
viting its repose. 
Let them be taken 
to chief points of interest, so far as is 
possible; let examples of the products of 
the section illustrative of its capabilities 
lie shown them, and then let them be sent 
away with God speed. 
Their stay is to 
be brief—too short altogether—and we 
have reason to complain that time enough 
is rarely allotted on such programmes for 
us to make a fair exposition to visitors of 
the capacities of this vicinity ; but let us 
improve what time is allotted ; entertain 
with creditable hospitality without seem­ 
ing effort to do so ; give cur guests all the 
information they may seek for, and such 
other as we can advance witiiout imperti­ 
nence and over anxiety, and we will have 
commanded the respect of our guests and 
secured for our city a favorable judgment 
against all possible assaults envious rivals 
and old time enemies may make ; for it is 
undeniable that there are Californians 
who are so lost to a sense of justice that 
they seek opportunities to misrepresent 
this city and to impress all visitors to the 
State unfavorably towards us.

HORSES, OR NOTHING. 


THE (FAILURE OF ELECTRIC CAES IE 
SAN JOSE. 


J u d g e M. C. Tilcfen P resen t* Som e H ard

M. C. Tilden, a property-owner in this 
city, where he was at one time Police 
Judge, writes td the E ecobd Ukiok the fol­ 
lowing letter, giving his reasons for favor­ 
ing the application of the Central Street 
Railway Company for a change in the terms 
of its franchise that will enable it to oper­ 
ate its railroad by horse power instead of 
electricity: 
S an J osk, J u ly 10th. 
_ E d s. R eco rd U n ion : 
I have been so­ 
journing in San Jose since last DecembSt. 
At the latter date they were just putting in 
the electric m otorcars on the alam eda be­ 
tween San Jose and Santa Clara, and also 
between East San Xose and the city proper, 
intending to have a continuous line of 
street railroad by this system from East 
San Jose to Santa Clara. The road was 
made in a thorough, m bstantial m anner 
and tiie cars were of the most modern and 
improved pattern, fitted up in elaborate 
style and exquisite finish. Great things 
were expected of this road. The row of 
beautiful evergreen trees which were set 
out by the good mission padres, and were 
watered for two successive sum m ers by the 
constant and united forces of a hundred na­ 
tive California laborers nearly a century ago, 
and which hail furnished during all that 
tim e a grateful shade to all coming within 
their radius; 
these nearly world noted 
trees, that challenged the adm iration of all 
strangers who visited this lovely valley anti 
rode through this magnificent boudoir, tfie 
pride of every inhabitant of Santa Clara 
county, were cut down and removed to 
give this niucb-talked-of electric motor 
street car rai road a chance. The owners 
of the road were jubilant, and the people 
were enthused. 
But, ala sI the thing would not work; the 
cars would not inn with any degree of reg­ 
ularity. 
The people would" get in a car at 
one end of the line in a great hurry to get 
down town when, perhaps, the car" would 
run a few blocks and then stop aud remain 
stationary a half day or until horses were 
brought to haul it away, and so it contin­ 
ued until finally it was demonstrated be­ 
yond question that the electric ear busi­ 
ness was a complete failure, and the Board 
of Alderm en changed the franchise and 
allowed the street-car company the right to 
propel their cars by horse power. Since 
that the company has done so to the satis­ 
faction of the public. Street cars are a verv 
great convenience in a city, and always 
enhance the value of property wherever 
they go. 
. 
Some people argue that it is better for 
the street car to pass within one block of 
them than on the street in which they Jive, 
but in this they make a great mistake. 
Y our home is convenient and made of 
greater value by the street cars being 
w ithin a block of you, but it is enhanced 
in value mucii more by the cars going past 
your door. 
You can see this illustrated in 
every city aud on every street line where, 
cars are used. 
W hat has strengthened 
property values on K street aud O street 
and H street in Sacramento like the street 
railroad ? 
There was scarcely a siore qn K 
street a few years ago when the street cars 
commenceu running there. They have 
done more to build up the busiue-s aud 
trade and sustain the theaters and num er­ 
ous hotels of that street than all other 
things combined. Property will rent more 
readily and for more money on the line of 
a street railroad than it will off of it. 
These facts are conceded bv everybody, I 
believe. 
Then is it possible that the Board 
of Trustee* ol the City of Sacramento, 
who have talked so much about Silurians 
in the past, are going to turn Silurians 
themselves, and defeat the grand scheme of 
allowing the street railroad to run out J 
street to Twenty-eighth, simply because 
the electric motor power for propelling cars 
is a failure? 
This is a m atter that every citizen in Sac­ 
ram ento, and especially every’ taxpayer, is 
interested in, because there is no taxpayer 
in any remote corner ot the citv but will 
be pecuniarily benefited bv a street' railroad 
in any part of llie city. M elt the cither day 
when I saw in the newspaper that Mr. 
Cary had gotten a franchise to rutl a line on 
E. L * t Tenth to Twentieth, and also down 
Third street, at.d -aid he would have the 
cars running to the Crocker A rt Gallerv bv 
the 1st of January, like saying: “ God 
ble.-s him I he is the kind of a m aa I like 
to see in a tow n.” 
I feel deeply interested in this movem ent 
to extend the sireet-car line out J street to 
Twenty-eighth, not because I have stock 
or am Ínteres’ 1 in any railroad—-for I 
have none—bu: because I know there 
is 
a 
great 
public 
need 
for 
such 
a road, and because I have property in 
that vicinity that must and will be directly 
an d m ateriaiy benefited by it. 1 think 
Messrs. Alsip A Lewis' proposition is a 
perfectly fair and liberal one, and 1 hope 
and trust that the Board of Trustees will 
see it iu that Rght and grant the gentlemen 
the franchi.-e they asa for, and which, as a 
m atter of right, they ought to have, and 
let the road be built.

The new elevator on the w harf at tbe 
foot of K street was put into operation yes­ 
terday for the first tim e in unloading the 
steamer Apache, and worked apparently 
like a charm . The big cage is 12x16 feet, 
and is lowered and raised by means of a 
powerfbl stationary eDgine. The boat is 
loaded and unloaded with alm ost twice the 
rapidity that it formerly was. 
There are twenty deck hands on the 
steamer, and as soon as several of them get 
their haud-trucks loaded tbev run onto the 
big#elevatr.r. the signal is given and up she 
goes to the floor of the wharf. The men 
rush off with their loads, others bringing 
on their empty trucks, and the elevator 
goes down again, and so on in this way 
until the boat is cleared of its freight. 
The boat is then loaded by the same pro­ 
cess. and altogether the m achinery works 
well.

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PEIZE TIGHTS RESUJjTIEG FATALLY. 


R ist o f E n g lish an d A m erica n P u g ilists 
K illed by O p p o n e n ts 
[From the Chicago Tribune. 1 
'VV hiie the great aim ot the professors of 
th e manly art is to settle all difficulties 
w ith N ature’s weapons only and to do away 
w ith deadly strife, there have been many 
pugilists who have met their death in the 
prize ring or shortly after the fight. 
M al­ 
ice, however, was not the cause of these 
unfortunate fatal terminations, as the sur­ 
viving principal has generally been ac­ 
quitted on trial, or received a nominal im ­ 
prisonment, and there is not a single case 
on record of the offender having been 
hanged. 
In most cases term inating fatally 
th e backers of the men have been to blame 
for perm itting brave fellows to be pounded 
into insensibility after nature has all but 
deserted them, in order, if possible, to win 
their wagers. 
T he following is a list of 
fatal prize tights: 
A determined m ill took place in England 
between Turner and Curtis in October, 
1816, ending in the death of Curtis. 
The 
odds were two to one on Curtis, who had 
recently been in the hospital, and who en­ 
tered against the wishes of his friends, 
saying he would win or die. 
T urner was 
sentenced to two m onths’ im prisonm ent at 
Newgate. 
W ar and W atson had a “ turn up” on 
th eir way to the second fight bet ween Dan 
Mendoza and Dick H um phreys at Oldham, 
England, January, 17b8. 
W atson was 
killed by a blow iu the stomach. 
Jem Bates and Clayton fought in E ng­ 
land, A pril 28, 1817. 
Clayton was getting 
th e best of it when a terrific Mow on the 
jugular vein rendered him sen-eless, and 
he died in about two hours. 
T here was no 
animosity between the two men and noth­ 
ing unfair in the contest. A lthough found 
guilty of m anslaughter, Battes was fined 
one shilling and imprisoned for six mouths. 
A desperate battle came off in England, 
A pril 4, 1823, between W atts and .Smith, 
in which, at the end of one hour and ten 
minutes, Sm ith received a blow on the 
carotid artery which rendered him sense­ 
less, and he died the next day. 
Scott and Brown met in England, No­ 
vember 9, 1824, for a purse, but when time 
was called for the tw entieth round Brown 
was senseless. 
H e died in about twenty 
hours. 
On trialjthe jury gave their opin­ 
ion th a t the man died of over exertion, and 
exonerated Scott. 
Owen Swift, the “ L ittle W onder,” as he 
was called, from having won fifteen battles 
out of seventeen, when only 20 years of 
age, met and defeated A nthony Noon for 
th e second time, June 24, 1834, in Ando­ 
ver, England, for £50 a side. 
A fter fight­ 
ing seventy-three rounds in two hours aud 
six minutes, Noon received a blow which 
proved fatal. 
Swift surrendered and was 
imprisoned 
six months in W inchester 
Castle. 
Swift and Bill Phelps, better known as 
B righton Bill, fought uC Koylston, Eng­ 
land, for £00 a side March 13, 1838. 
The 
battle lasted one hour and thirty-five m in­ 
utes, eighty-five closely-contested rounds 
being fought. 
The L ittle W onder was de­ 
clared the victor, although both were 
taken from the ground insensible. 
Phelps 
died M arch 10th from effusion of blood to 
the brain, a result of the punishm ent re­ 
ceived. 
Swift, upon hearing of Phelp’s 
death, fled to France, where, after defeat­ 
ing Jack Adams twice, he returned to 
England and was tried at the H ertford 
Assizes and acquitted. 
Simon Byrne, champion of Ireland, and 
Alexander, alias “ Saudy” McKay, cham­ 
pion of Scotland, fought the second battle 
at Selcey Forest, England, Ju n e 2,1830. 
The men had previously fought in Scot­ 
land. 
The second match was for £200 
a side, and after a fearful fight for forty- 
seven rounds in fifty-three minutes, Sandy 
was knocked senseless, and died the fol­ 
lowing Thursday. 
Byrne was tried for 
m anslaughter at the Buckingham Assizes 
aud acquitted. 
James, alias “ Deaf” Burke, champion of 
England, m et Simon Byrne a t No M an’s 
Land, England, May 30, 1833, for £100 
a side and the championship. In the nine­ 
ty-ninth round Byrne fell senseless. 
The 
fight had lasted three hours and six m in­ 
utes. 
Byrne died three days afterwards. 
Burke was tried for m anslaughter in the 
first degree at the H ertford Assizes, Ju ly 
11, of the same year and acquitted. 
M ike Madden beat Jack Jones at Lyon 
Reach, England, December 11, 1850, in 
tw enty-three rounds in sixty--.even m in­ 
utes. 
Jones died of injuries received. 
At 
Maidstone Madden was tried for m an­ 
slaughter and acquitted. 
» 
Chris Lilly and Tern McCoy engaged in 
a desperate battle near Hastings, N. Y., 
September 13, ¡842, for §400. 
It resulted 
iu the death of McCoy after 120 rounds 
had been fought. Lilly was shot February 
16, 1S57, on board the G autem aliau brig 
Santiago for waging war against Nicaragua 
under General Win. W alker. 
Charles Lynch (right name Logue) beat 
Andy Kelly at H uyler’s Landing, N. J., 
September ¡7, 1856. 
The battle lasted 105 
m inutes—eighty-five rounds in all. K elly 
was beaten into insensibility and died 
shortly after. 
Lynch fled to England and 
became featherweight champion, but after 
several years returned to the U nited States 
and died in New York. 
Billy W alker aud Jim m y Weedon had 
a terrific encounter near Pennsville, N. J., 
A ugust 31, 1876, and in the seventy-sixth 
round W alker was thrown on his head and 
rendered senseless. 
Time, one hour and 
fifty-eight minutes, 
lie never recovered 
consciousness, expiring at 3:40 p. m. the 
same day on board the boat. 
Upon arriv­ 
ing at Camden the authorities took charge 
of W alker’s body and transferred it to the 
residence of his parents, South Second 
street, Philadelphia. 
Weedon, Johnny 
Ciarke, Sam Collyer, “ Fiddler” Neary and 
Dick Goodwin were arrested and sentenced 
for a term of im prisonm ent at Trenton, 
N. J., where Weedon. died November 6, 
3877. 
1 he latest fatality in the prize ring was 
the killing of George Fulljames at G rand 
Forks, Dakota, Septem ber 23,1886 ; but no 
one as yet lias been held accountable for 
his death, and as far as the authorities are 
concerned, the antagonist of Fulljam es on 
th a t occasion rem ains unknown. 


elsewhere many honored names are found 
on the lists of th e ‘camps.’ 
The officers of the organization are no 
longer the Bolands and Feelevs and Betts 
of other d ay s; and it would not surprise 
us if out ai the present loose-jointed, 
wide-mouthed, mad-cap organization a so­ 
ciety may yet be formed th at will make it­ 
self felt in a way to h urt England w ithout 
assailing conscience. 
As to the oaths found in the ritual of the 
Clan-na-Gael, they are such as only a 
bankrupt in character would take. 
They are such as place a man beyond the 
reach of the Church’s Sacraments. 
It is 
said th at men belonging to the Cian-na- 
Gael go to confession "without telling of 
their connection with the organization. 
W e can scarcely believe th at of Irish 
Catholics. W e can conceive th at it is possi­ 
ble for a man to he a patriot w ithout being 
a fool; and certainly th at man would be 
a very big fool who would take it upon 
him self to judge w hat is and What is not a 
bar to the reception of the sacraments. 
There is little doubt th a t Cronin was m ur­ 
dered by Clan-na-Gael thugs hired to do 
the work in order to protect the Clan-na- 
Gael thieves ; and the bare fact th at such 
things could occur in an organization of 
the kind is proof to w hat base uses th at 
siliv oath may he put to. 
The present 
silly and sickly Clan-na-Gael will now die 
unwept, unhonored and unsung.

T h e A g e s o f S o m e o f th e F a m o u s W r ite r s 
o f th is C o u n try . 
It is often said that our really great au­ 
thors are fast growing old, and that before 
many years the leading literary men of the 
century will have passed away. 
It is 
rather interesting to see how the facts bear 
out these statements. 
It is impossible not 
to set apart that small group of writers, 
when speaking of our literary heroes, 
whose names are cherished as well nigh 
sacred by all good New Englanders— 
Holmes, W hittier and Lowell. 
Doctor 
Holmes will be 80 in August, W hittier is 
81 and Lowell has reached his three-score 
years and ten. 
Another group of authors is composed of 
authors who are looked upon by the rising 
generation as veterans—their reputations 
were made many years ago and somehow 
have assumed a position of elderly ness 
which is often not justified simply by their 
years. 
Many are still most active, but 
none need write another line to insure 
their positions in the history of American 
literature. 
To this class belong, among 
others, Richard Henry Stoddard, who is 
64; George H. Baker, who is 65; George 
Bancroft, who in next October will end 
his89thyear; George Ticknor Curtis, who 
is 76; Joel T. Headley, who twenty-five 
years ago was one of the most popular of 
our writers, is 76; Colonel Thomas W ent­ 
worth Higginson is 65; Mrs. Julia Ward 
Howe is 70, Edward Clarence Steadman is 
56, John Bigelow is 71, Mrs. Stowe is 77, 
Donald G. Mitchell is 67, Francis Park- 
man is 66, Charles Dudley W arner is 60, 
George William Curtis is 6o, Moncure 
D. Conway is 57, and Edward Everett 
Hale is 67. 
Taking authors whose books are con­ 
stantly appearing and now in the heyday 
of their popularity. I fancy many people 
will he surprised by the ages which must 
be affixed to many of their names. How 
often one gets an eradicable impression 
of an author’s personality, age and every­ 
thing about him or her from their books— 
impressions which are so often found to be 
sadly inaccurate. To be most ungallant 
at the beginning, let us record the ages of 
some ladies: Sarah Orne Jewett will he 40 
next September; Humphrey Ward is 38: 
Lucy Larcom is 63; H arriett Prescott 
Spofford is 54; Edith M. Thomas is 35; 
Marion Harland (Mrs. Terhune) is 59; 
Amelia Rives-Chanler will be 26 next 
August; Mrs. Frances Hodgson Burnett is 
39, and she published her first story when 
only 18; Celia Thaxter is 53 ; Mrs. Croly 
(Jennie June) is 57; Miss Braddon is 52 ; 
Blanche W illis Howard, who is now pub­ 
lishing an English magazine in Stuttgart, 
Germany, is 42; Rose Terry Cook is 62, 
Elizabeth Stuart Phelps-Ward will be 45 
in August, Miss Louise Imogen Guiney is 
27, Constance Fenimore Woolson is 41 ; 
nobody ever found the age of Miss Wool- 
sey (Susan Coolidge), but it is believed 
that she was born in 1845, which would 
make her age 44; Mrs. Margaretta Wade 
Deland, author of “ John Ward, Preach­ 
er,” is 81, Miss Mary Mapes* Dodge is 51 
and Mary Abigail Dodge (Gail Hamilton) 
is at least eight years older, though the 
records are not quite sure upon this deli­ 
cate point. 
To take some of the more popular of the 
male authors who are writtng now, F. Ma­ 
rion Crawford will be 35 in August, and 
he wrote “ Mr. Isaacs” when only 27 ; 
Robert Louis Stevenson is 39, W. I).’How­ 
ells is 52, E. W. Howe, whose “ The Story 
of a Country Town” made so great a hit, is 
35; Bret Harte is 49, Julian Hawthorne 
is 43, Richard Malcom Johnson is 67 and 
Rossiter Johnson is 49, Arlo Bates is 39, 
W alter Besant is 51, Thomas Bailey Al­ 
drich will he 53 next November, and in 
his picture looks 25; Wra. Black is 47, 
Wm. H. Bishop is 42, General Lew W all­ 
ace is 62, and wrote “ Ben H ur” when 51 ; 
John Habberton, the author of “ Helen’s 
Babies,” is 47 ; Joel Chandler Harris is 41, 
George W. Cable is 44, Edward Eggleston 
is 51, and looks fifteen years older; II. 11. 
Boyesen is 40, II. C. Bunner is about 38, 
but has always been down on anv one who 
wants dates, and does not believe in giving 
“ personal information;” James Anthony 
Froude has begun now to write works at 
the age of 71 ; Frank R. Stockton is 55, 
Wm. Hamilton Gibson is 48, Thomas Nel­ 
son Page is 36, James Whitcomb Riley 
was born in 1852, and was scarcfly ever 
heard of before he appeared at the au­ 
thor’s readings, two years ago; James 
Payn is 59, Brander Matthews is 37, J. T. 
Trowbridge is 61, and Jules Verne is the 
same age, while Edgar Fawcett was 42 on 
May 26th last.— Chicago Journal. 


M 'liere C ars A r c R u n W ith S a ils. 
I was looking at some models in the Na­ 
tional Museum of curious cars used in the 
early days of railroading in this country, 
when Mr. Watkins, the curator, pointed 
out one particular one that had a mast and 
sail. 
Experiments with such cars were 
made on the Baltimore and Ohio and on 
the South Carolina road. 
It was then a 
serious question whether the motive power 
on railroads would be sail, horse or steam. 
The steam locomotive was still looked 
upon as an experiment. Sail cars are used 
to-day on a guano railroad on the island of 
Malden, in the South Pacific. They are, 
in fact, used nearer home than that, for 
railroad men at Barnegat Beach, when the 
wind is favorable, frequently ride over the 
road on construction ears—sloop-rigged. 
“ The wind has a good deal to do with rail­ 
roading even to-day,” Mr. Watkins said. 
“ If you go to the bureau of intelligence at 
the Broad street station, Philadelplxia, and 
ask whether some train, say from New 
York, is likely to be on time, you may be 
informed that it is likely to be four or'five 
minutes late, because there is a strong 
wind from the west. 
Winds make consid­ 
erable diflerence iu the running time of 
trains.”— PhilaJelphia Telegraph.

A DEFENSE OF THE NUDE. 


S o m e th in g fo r th e 
M a le 
a n d 
F e m a le 
l ’r u d e s to P o n d e r O n . 
A nude picture or statue, unless made so 
by the artist, is not essentially offensive to 
any pure mind, says a writer in the Phila­ 
delphia Telegraph. W hether it invokes 
censure or admiration depends on the men­ 
tal spectacles through which it is seen. 
The spiritual, like the physical eye, if dis­ 
eased, distorts all visible objects. 
It is the 
“mind’s eye” that perceives what is good 
or bad, chaste or unchaste. W hen Adam 
and Eve dwelt in Paradise, before they ate 
The fmit 
Of th at forbidden tree, whose m ortal taste 
brought death into world and all our woe, 
they beheld their nakedness wi thout shame. 
It was only when their sight had been per­ 
verted hv sin that they clothed themselves 
with fig leaves. The moral of that fact is 
now, as it was then, that only a depraved 
mind can see anything revolting in that 
nudity which our first parents, when inno­ 
cent, regarded without aAfiush. 
It is true 
that all their offspring are sinful by in­ 
heritance, but not equally so. Great in 
number as may be those who are grossly 
impure, there are many who are compara­ 
tively pure. They behold nothing in a 
picture of a nude human form but its 
beauty and the skill of the artist. 
There are women who daily observe 
their naked figures in a mirror with su­ 
preme satisfaction, and delight themselves 
with that amusement. W hen a dirty street 
crossing affords them an apparent excuse 
for it, they lift their skirts to show their 
feet and legs, if they are exceptionally 
handsome. 
Worse than that, they go to 
fashionable balls and receptions with their 
backs and breasts so bare as to disgust even 
the most immodest men. 
They make 
themselves likewise equally conspicuous at 
our seaside resorts during the bathing 
hour. 
Yet, when they behold a painting 
of a woman just as Eve appeared in Eden 
before the fall they scream with affected 
horror. 
There are also hypocrites of the 
masculine gender, secretly guilty of shame­ 
less lewdness, who, to gain a reputation for 
uncommon virtue, pretend to be revolted 
by even the most delicately drawn and ex­ 
quisitely colored portrait of a mythological 
myth or goddess. 
Furthermore, this pre­ 
posterous scrupulosity as to nudity on an 
artist’s canvas is ridiculed by the fact that 
our so-called best society, men and women, 
go to the theaters night after night, where 
young ballet dancers show their legs in 
tights up to their thighs, and even crowd 
thither to behold Mrs. James Brown Pot­ 
ter, in the role of Cleopatra, expose her 
limbs in a diaphanous drapery that does 
not hide her nakedness from head to foot. 
Hence, of course, our prudish preaching is 
quite inconsistent w ith our practice. 
The ancients were not afraid of the nude 
in art. 
It caused none of them to go into 
hysterical convulsions. They saw it in oil 
and stone and bowed down before it with 
their characteristic adoration of whatever 
was artistically beautiful. They loved art 
for itself, seeing nothing in it that sug­ 
gested vulgar ideas, and did not fear that 
it would degrade, but rather elevate them, 
morally and intellectually. 
For example, the model for the statue of 
the Chidian Venus of Praxiteles, preserved 
at Florence, and now known as the Venus 
de Medici, was a famous courtesan named 
Phryne. 
It is related of Zeuxis, one of 
the greatest of the Hellenic painters, who 
excelled in painting female beauty, that 
the people of Cretona, wanting him to 
paint a naked Helen, showed him a great 
number of the most beautiful boys, saying 
that from them he might easily guess the 
beauty of their sisters. 
“ No,” said he, 
“ send me the young women.” 
Uniting 
their separate perfections in his picture, 
he is said to have produced “ a miracle of 
beauty.” 
It is needless to recount the many mar­ 
velously superb representations of the un­ 
clad human figure by those great artists 
who anteceded and succeeded the Christian 
era, the “ Dying Gladiator,” by Crecilus ; 
the Antinous and Apollo, the Helen of 
Zeuxis, the Venus of Praxiteles, and many 
others. 
Even in our own Academy of 
Fine Arts we see a most charming ex­ 
pression, in stone, of “Hero and Leander,” 
of “ Adam and Eve;” and the “ Greek 
Slave.” 
They were then, and are yet, uni­ 
versally admired. 
Keats tells us that : 
“ A thing of beauty is a joy forever.” 
Is there anything more beautiful than 
the imageof God, in which man was made? 
Yet there is just now an insane puritanical 
sentiment which rejects all that divine 
semblance as indecent, and, therefore, as 
demoralizing. 
But is it so? 
Even St. 
Paul, in his Epistle to Titus, thus wrote: 
“ llnto the pure all things are pure; unto 
them that are defiled * * * is nothing 
pure, but even their mind and conscience 
are defiled!” 
Vice, like virtue, may be the result of 
education. 
Any human soul, originally 
chaste, by habitually making itself con­ 
versant with what is unchaste, may be­ 
come so corrupted that it can see nothing' 
but unchasteness in anything. 
Hence 
Pope says: 
Vice is a m onster of so frightful m ien, 
As, to be hated, needs but to be seen ; 
But seen too ott, fam iliar w ith h er face, 
We first endure, then pity, then em brace. 
This is the fate of Mr. Comstock," of 
New York, the poor devil who supposes he 
has been divinely commissioned as a pro­ 
pagandist of purity in fine art. 
His judg­ 
ment in that respect is so debased that he 
might even hale an angel to a New York 
Alderman should he ever be fortunate 
enough to behold one without either 
earthly or celestial raiment. Outside of 
the limit of positive decency he is quite 
right. 
But beyond that he is foolishly 
fanatical. Pictures of nearly naked women 
in the windows of cigar stores may be 
fairly objectionable, because they possess 
no artistic m erit; hut a Venus by the 
greatest of the ancient masters should 
not 
be so 
condemned. 
The perfect 
beauty of a work of art ought to arrest 
the eve and interest the mind outside 
of its subject. 
Art in its supreme ex­ 
pression should exclude all ideas of im­ 
purity. 
It alone should he observed, and, 
therefore, provoke no unnecessary cen­ 
sorious criticism. 
The conclusion of the whole matter is 
obvious. 
It was most happily expressed 
by that English King, the Third Edward, 
who, when raising from the Hoor of a ball­ 
room a garter accidentally dropped there 
by the C-ountess of Salisbury, handed it to 
her in the presence of all that royal assem­ 
blage, saying most gallantly and with 
superb deferential modesty, “ Horn soit qui 
mal y piense.’’ 
Alas! for those who cannot, like the 
banished Duke in the forest of Arden, as 
told by Shakespeare, in “As Y'ou Like it,” 
see 
Tongues in trees, books in the running brooks, 
■-ermous in stones, and good iu everything. 
—St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 


FACTS ABOUT INSOMNIA 


T h o s e W h o A lw a y s P r a c tic e P u n c tu a lity 
a n d T h o s e W h o D o N o t. 
Are you afflicted with insomnia? 
Per­ 
haps you depend too much on sleep for 
rest and recuperation. 
For sleep is not 
the sole rest of used-up nerves. Sociabil­ 
ity. congeniality and the enjoyment of good 
company rest the body quite as much as 
sleep. The dreary monotony of life in 
many a household, involving this tumb­ 
ling into bed with mechanical regularity 
of a machine at 9 or 10 o’clock in the 
evening, does not always rest weary bodies. 
“ Early to bed and early to rise,” does not 
always make a man lie&lthy, wealthy or 
wise. 
Numbers of organizations are only 
capable of five or six hours sleep at a time, 
and their early lying down to rest is often 
succeeded by an early waking up and a 
consequent restless tossing for hours pre­ 
ceding daybreak. 
The practicers of punctuality are often 
surprised after breaking their own cast- 
iron rules, and passing two or three later 
hours of m irth and jollity past their usual 
bedtime, to find themselves even more re­ 


freshed in the morning than usual. 
The 
relaxation of sociability had rested them 
more than sleep would or an attempt to 
sleep. 
But these are conditions not so 
e a s i ly reached in the average family. 
In 
fashionable life we have a formal,exhaust­ 
ing^ mechanical evening of more or less 
dissipation. On the other hand the even­ 
ings of many families are monotonous 
humdrum. They involve the assemblage 
of the same people, the same surroundings, 
the same paterfamilias yawning over his 
paper and the same querulous mamma 
overladen with family cares. 
Fresh peo­ 
ple, w ith fresh thought, fresh atmosphere, 
anything to stir up and agitate the jkk>1 of 
domestic stagnation, are sadly needed and 
sadlv scarce. 
There needs to be also a 
constant succession of such fresh people to 
bring about these results. 
The world is full of men and women, 
and in a better regulated life it would be 
their business alter the day’s work was 
done to entertain each other, and give 
each other fresh life. 
As it is now. hun­ 
dreds, if not thousands, of our households 
are little better than cells for the incarce­ 
ration of each family. Thousands are thus 
worn out prematurely from utter lack of 
domestic recreation. There might be writ­ 
ten over the graves of hundreds of thou­ 
sands : “ Bored to death hv the stagnation 
of domestic life.”— The Christian at Work. 


“ S p a rr o w -G r a ss." 
In Mebster’s Dictionary, under the word 
“ asparagus,” this note occurs: 
lh is word was formerly pronounced 
sparrow-grass; hut this pronunciation is 
now confined exclusively to uneducated 
pec pie.” 
\\ alker’s English Dictionary quotes au­ 
thority to show that not onlv was aspara­ 
gus commonly called “ sparrow-grass” in 
England, even by educated persons, at the 
beginning of this century, hut “ cucumber,” 
was pronounced “ cowcumber.” These two 
pronunciation passed out of use both in 
England and America, until now few people 
use them. 
The marketmen in the great cities and 
their environs, however, still cling tena­ 
ciously to “ sparrow-grass,” which they 
shorten up to “ grass” as a matter of con­ 
venience. 
“ Is that nice asparagus ?” a customer 
asks. 
“ Yes, that’s very good grass,” answers 
the marketman, with an emphasis on the 
“grass,” as if to notify his customer that 
he knows what the vegetable is properly 
called, and in his next bill the marketman 
puts down this charge. 
Four bunches grass @ 15c.............. 
oic 
For the pronunciation “ cowcumber” 
there is some excuse, as the word comes 
to us through the French, in which lan­ 
guage it. was formerly coucumbre, and is 
now coneombre. 
The German word hikum- 
mer was dropped in English for the French 
one, the English deriving nearly all their 
words for salads and the nicer table dishes 
from the French. 
But for the word “ sparrow-grass,” as ap­ 
plied to asparagus, there is absolutely no 
excuse. It is a sheer corruption of the 
word asparagus. The sparrows are not 
particularly fond of the seeds of the 
ripened asparagus, nor is it a grass in any 
sense. 
The asparagus, indeed, belongs to the 
lily family, like certain other edible vege­ 
tables. 
It is certainly no new discovery, 
for the word is Greek, and means, accord­ 
ing to some entomologists, “ to swell with 
sap or juice;” and asparagus was eaten 
and much esteemed by the Romans.— 
Youth’s Companion.

life he leads. Gn the contrary, if. as occa­ 
sionally happens, he is forced to perform 
some light task his whole nature is low­ 
ered, and he goes about his uncongenial 
occupation in a half-hearted perfunctorv 
way, and evinces by his drooping ears anil 
depressed tail that he keenly feels his deg­ 
radation, and does not know what he had 
done to deserve it. 
He considers that his 
intelligent companionship, his unswerving 
fidelity, and his sleepless vigilance in pro­ 
tecting his master’s property when the 
heavier senses of humanity are steeped in 
slumber, should exempt him from vulgar 
toil, and be accepted as sufficient return 
for liis board and lodging. 
As his owner 
usually agrees with him, the dog is not 
often asked to sacrifice what he regards as 
his birthright. 
“ The dog of loafing tendencies vields 
not a whit to his aristocratic brother 'in his 
detestation for toil, but lie can not carry 
oil his idleness with the same air of easv 
independence. 
He seems to think that his 
owners expect him to work for his living, 
and he moves about in the family circle 
with an apologetic bearing; but there his 
subservience ends. 
Try to train him to 
the light but debasing treadmill employ­ 
ment of turning the wheel that works the 
mechanism by which the cream is made 
into butter, and'you will be surprised to 
find how soon he will learn to distinguish 
churning day from the other six, and lie 
conspicuous by his absence while the dairy 
maid is doing his work. 
“ A dog’s abhorrence of labor, hard or 
easy, can not be attributed to laziness, for 
he is not at all lazy. 
All animated nature 
shows no more active creature than he. 
Arouse him from his sleep in the coldest 
winter night, and call upon him to accom­ 
pany you on any mission, and life will he 
delighted with the confidence you place 
in him and shrink from no discomfort or 
danger. 
It is clear to me that his hatred 
for toil is due to his innate gentility, and 
only when he is false to his natural in­ 
stincts, and feels ashamed of his lifelong 
idleness, does he look and act like a loafer. 
It is not easy to teach a good dog tricks. 
He will not take kindly to them, for they 
are too much like work to accord with his 
tastes. 
Curs sometimes make good trick­ 
sters, but how often have you seen a New­ 
foundland or mastiff stand’ upon his ear or 
waltz on his hind legs. 
“ Well-bred dogs are like Indians. They 
are at all times ready and willing to hunt 
until they drop, or fight until they d ie ; 
hut the motto by which they seem to be 
guided 
is, ‘ Death before Drudgery.’ ”

Commission to-day the counsel for the 
Parnellites asked Soames, the solicitor for 
th e Times, to produce the list of payments 
m ade to witnesses on behalf of the Times 
an d all communications between him self 
an d the Times' agents in America and 
Ireland. 
. 
Attorney-General W ebster declined to 
allow Soames to produce the comm unica­ 
tions. 
Soames was then recalled. H e testified 
th a t he bad not made out a list of the pay­ 
m ents made to witnesses. There was no 
definite agreement as to how the witness 
should pay Le Caron. Severa^ payments 
have been made to him . 
McDonald, Manager of the Times, said 
th a t he understood Be Caron would be pro­ 
vided for. 
H e bad lost his em ploym ent in 
th e Government service. As long as needed 
h e was to receive assistance. 
Houston, Secretary of the Loyal and 
Patriotic Union, testified that the articles 
on ‘‘Parnellism and Crime,” puolished by 
th e Times, were an elaborate reprint of 
“ Parnellism Unm asked,” 
compiled 
by 
Pigott, for which the witness paid £60. 
W itness stated that he was wiliing to lay 
th e books of the Union before the Court, 
b u t objected to their being seen by political 
opponents. The witness borrowed £450 
from Lord Stalbridee and Sir Roland Blen- 
nerhassett and £850 from Dr. Maguire to 
buy the letters printed by the Times. Hous­ 
to n produced a voucher for £100 paid to 
Eugene Davis. 
Sir Charles Russell—“ Don’t you believe 
th a t voucher is in J. Pigott’s handwriU 
in g ?” 
W itness—“ They wrote sim ilarly. I don’t 
believe it is in Pigott's handw riting.” 
U nder repeated questions the witness 
presented Davis’ voucher, though obtained 
through Pigott. 
Sir Charles Russell demanded the pro­ 
duction of the books of the Loyal and Pa­ 
triotic Union. H e said that he desired to 
prove that the whole indictm ent contained 
in “Parnellism and Crime” proceeded from 
th e Union. Pigott had been used by the 
pow erful political organization to concoct 
th e plan. 
Attorney-General 
W ebster 
contended 
th a t the books were wanted in order to 
give the Parnellites free range upon other 
political subjects. 
The Court decided against the applica­ 
tio n . 
_ George Lewis, solicitor for Parnell, in an 
interview to-day, professed ignorance of 
a n y intention of Parnell to withdraw the 
case from before the special commission. 


V IC T O R IA ’S W E A L T H . 


H e r A cco u n ts to b e P la c e d B efo re th e 
P u b lic. 


L o n d o n , July 11th.—It has been more 
th an once intim ated on the part of the 
Governm ent and sovereign that there has 
been no fear of producing the accounts of 
expenditures as regards the civil list dur­ 
in g the reign of Queen Victoria. H er Ma­ 
jesty has been accustomed to keep close 
and accurate accounts, and she has given 
h er consent to the production of these ac­ 
counts from her accession down to the 
present period. It will be shown whether 
there has been any saving, and w hether 
there has been an excess of expenditure on 
various items of the civil list. 
The result of this disclosure, it is thought, 
w ill be to effectually silence that section of 
th e radical party which has denounced the 
Queen for hoarding large sum s of money 
out of the civil list, and it is expected it 
w ill prove that her Majesty has rendered 
m ost generous assistance to ail members of 
her family who were in need of it. 
On Monday the Committee on Royal 
G rants will hold its first meeting and all 
th a t has been demanded by the radical 
party, and more, will be conceded, it is un ­ 
derstood. It is held that the time has 
com e when an end should be put to the 
extravagant attacks which have been made 
■upon the sovereign on account of the sup­ 
posed enormous wealth she has acquired 
The demands for tne production of her 
w ill, for instance, which have come of late 
from various radical 
newspapers, have 
been of the most offensive description, and 
it was probably felt by a majority of the 
Q ueen's advisers that the best way to treat 
th em was to disclose the whole state of her 
M ajesty’s means, although her will re­ 
m ains. of course, her own property, jnst as 
is the will of her hum blest subject.

Securities of the New York Stock E x­ 
change, has succeeded in learning the 
am ount of certificates the various trusts 
have outstanding. The biggest one turns 
out to be one of the newest—the lead trust. 
Its officers sent word that there had been 
ism ed 830,78s certificates of the par value 
of $100 each, representing a capitalization 
of $83,013,800. 
Less than two m onths ago it was known 
that the capital of this trust was about $32.­ 
000,000. This iucrease of $50,000,000 in so 
short a period paralyzed W all street. There 
was a rush to dispose of these certificates. 
This forced prices down and made the lead 
trust very w eak and shaky. The follow­ 
ing is Ihe capitalization of each of the five 
trusts: Lead. $8#013.800; sugar,$19,876.500; 
(Cotton oil, $9 421 852; distillers and cattle- 
leeders. $30,726 *>00: American cattle, $13,­ 
396,100; total, $219,183.200.

C h oice F ru it P ic k e d F rom T rees th is 
M oath —T h e B id w e ll B a r T ree. 
This office is in receipt of sam ples of 
beautiful, large oranges of delicious flavor 
received from H. Arents of Oroville, Butte 
county. These oranges were plucked from 
the tree only a fsw days ago, while ripe 
fruit was taken therefrom in November 
last. The following comm unication ex­ 
plains the hardy nature of this fru it: 


O ro ville, July I0:h. 
E ds. R ecord U nio n : 
In the R ecord- 
U nio n of June 21st appeared an article 
signed by Robert W illiamson of the firm 
of W. R. Strong & Co., Sacramento, headed 
“ Oroville Oranges.” 
In the said article 
Mr. W illiamson m ade comparisons with 
some oranges I sent him from the famous 
old tree at Bidwell's Bar and some he had 
obtained from Judge Lott’s seedlings of 
Oroville, the product of the first or oldest 
seedlings from the Bidwell Bar tree stock. 
These oranges were pulled from the trees 
on the 19th of June. 
Mr. W illiamson 
compared them with Riverside oranges 
selected from boxes in their store. 
Your 
subscribers who read that article will re­ 
mem ber the result of said comparisons, 
and believing you did not have an oppor- 
tuny to sample the oranges with Mr. W ill­ 
iamson, 1 have forwarded vou some bv 
express. 
They are seedlings from the 
original Bidwell Bar tree. 
This sum m er will m ake these trees twenty- 
foar years old. The seed was from the first 
crop of the old tree. You will notice how firm 
these oranges are, and heavy. They were 
pulled from Judge Lott’s trees yesterday 
(July 9iJ>). 
The 
largest weigh tweive 
ounces. 
Judge Lott had oranges from 
these same trees on his table last Thanks­ 
giving Day, nearly eight m onths ago, and 
they are just as firm and solid now as they 
were then. These seedlings from the Bid- 
well Bar stock have proved themselves 
very hardy, standing droughts and killing 
frosts belter than any other variety of trees 
we have in this vicinity. During the cold 
wave of January, 1888, the therm om eter at 
Bid»ell’s Bar was one night at 16° above 
zero, but not a lim b of that old tree was 
injured, and this last year the tree yielded 
3,U00 oranges. 
At Oroville the the'rmoru- 
eter was down to 20°, but not a single one 
of the Bidwell Bar seedlings suffered from 
the long and continuous killing frosts d u r­ 
ing that cold wave, except that some of the 
trees lost their top leaves. 
Io the grounds of D. N. Friesleben, Jnffge 
Lott and others, they had budded W ash­ 
ington Navels into four-year-old Oroville 
seedling stock in the spring of 1887. These 
had made fine growth up to the January 
freeze, and not a single leaf of these tender 
shoots was injured or curled, with the ther­ 
mom eter at 20°, and yet W ashington Navel 
budded trees, bought at Riverside, two 
years old from the bud, and planted in the 
same lot near these budded seedlings, were 
killed below the bud. 
We have tested this 
stock from the Bidwell Bar tree, either as 
standards or to bud upon, and believe it is 
the best and hardiest for orchardists in 
Central and N orthern California to relv 
on in case of another cold wave. 
As stand­ 
ards, the fruit is of exceljent quality, and 
to bud on it will stand a lulling frost bet­ 
ter than any stock we have in this section 
of country.

CORRUGATED IRON BUILDINGS. 


F ir em en O b ject to T h em for V ariou s 
R eason s. 
In conversation with a reporter yester­ 
day a well-known fireman, referring to the 
Y. M. C. A. building and other structures 
in W oodland, said that a corrugated iron 
building was not by any means fire-proof, 
and was very dangerous. 
“ Those build­ 
ings,” he said, “ are ten times worse than a 
frame buildiog when a fire once starts. 
In 
the first place, a tire raging close to a cor­ 
rugated iron building soon heats the iron 
red hot, and then the frame-work inside is 
set on fire. You can’t get water on the fire 
inside the building, and to throw it on the 
hot iron only causes clouds of steam that 
drive the men away. You can’t pull them 
down, because you can find no place for 
your drag-dowñ hooks, and there the build­ 
ing stands, and no one can tell when it is 
going to fall. The iron is so heavy that if 
by chance it strikes a fireman it crushes 
him and roasts him at the same time. 
Now, you may think that the corrugated 
iron buildings will resist fire longer than 
frame buildings, and at the first glance it 
looks like a foolish thing to say that it is 
easier to keep a frame building close to a 
conflagration from burning than it is an 
iron one. Well, foolish or not, it is true. 
You can see every blaze that starts when 
you are working on a frame building, and 
by playing your hose quickly extinguish it. 
W ith a corrugated iron building you may 
think you are keeping it cool, and yet miss 
the place where the wooden frame-work 
touches the iron. It gets hot and ignites 
the wood inside. 
You can’t see it when it 
starts, and half the tim e after you discover 
it you can't get water on the flames in tim e 
to check them , because you cannot work 
from the ontside. 
Again, once a corrugated 
iron bnilding gets hot, there is no such 
thing as working beside it. 
As long as you 
ean keep a' frame building from blazing 
you con work by it, but not so with an iron 
building.”— Woodland Mail.

T he sage and 
saint of Concord, Emerson, poet and ph i­ 
losopher, fed his mouse on pie three times 
a d ay ; 
the business man rushes to the 
lunch counter {eg a piece of apple pie and 
a glass of m ilk; 
the laborer draws his 
piece of pie from his dinner pail as the 
crowning luxury of his meal. 
The hope 
of the office-seeker is a salary th at will 
give him pie seven days a week. 
W e should go further than to make the 
apple pie the national flower; we should 
embody in the Constitution of the U nited 
States a requirem ent that no foreign im mi­ 
grant should receive his final papers of 
naturalization until he should eat an apple 
pie iu the presence of the Court.

Public school bo«rds and teachers call 
for special days for school children to see it 
as an object lessDn. Their pupils want to 
see bow iigs grow ; they are curious about 
pomegranates, Japanese persimtnous, dates, 
palm foliage, the citrus fruits, the root of 
the licorice plant, the silk cocoons and the 
lovely skeins reeled from them . 
They 
went to see alm ond in its peach-like husk, 
the English w alnut in its hull, and the 
great peaches, 
pears, 
plums, 
apricots, 
prunes and raisins are objects of curiosity, 
interest and instruction. How manv thou­ 
sands o i Californians, happy iu theirsunny 
homes, there are, who tracé their first de­ 
term ination to see this land to the im ­ 
, pression m ake upon their minds in youth 
] by the tales that were told about it around 
the winter fireside by the returned ’forty- 
niners ! 
But this is far from being all that the 
exhibit has accomplished. It has caught 
th e keen eye of commerce. The manager 
writes back that he has been im portuned 
thousands of times to take the orders of 
m erchants tor invoices of the articles 
shown in his great sampie-case. 
It is esti­ 
mated that these orders, if it had been 
proper to take them , would have aggre­ 
gated nearly a quarter of a million dollars! 
Yet the cost of keeping the exhibit in the 
field has been at the rate of less than 
$5,000 a year. Did California mercantile 
enterprise ever get a h in t as significant at 
as little cost? 
It was found that the exhibition car, 
being, like everything else Californian, on 
a broad measure, was too wide to pass the 
tunnels and bridges of many Eastern roads 
leading to points where the people were 
clamorous to see it. Therefore, the present 
exhibit will close its career at the G. A. R . 
National Encam pm ent at Milwaukee next 
m onth. After that its im perishable ar­ 
ticles will be sent to form the nucleus of a 
perm anent exhibit in Chicago, and the cars 
will be sent home. 
Meantime, the Southern Pacific Railroad 
having offered the free use and t'ree’Yrans- 
portation of two tine parlor cars, longer 
than the present one, and of a width that 
will pass all standard gauge tunnels ana 
bridges, these will he artistically painted 
and fitted, and filled with an exhibit of 
more than twice the volum e of the present 
one, to go on the road in November. 
It is 
proposed that one of them shall carry a 
complete wine exhibit, and may distribute 
the business cards of the firms which con­ 
tribute to it. This will be, in effect, putting 
the State W ine Exchange on wheels, ex­ 
hibiting our vintages to the Eastei n m ar­ 
ket, which they are seeking to conquer. 
The expense to the Y iticultural Association 
will be at the low rate of about $4,000 per 
year, and we can im agine no like expendi­ 
ture that will make a more gratifying re­ 
turn. Complain is made of depression in 
the wine trade. It is due to lack of control 
of the American m arket. 
If our vintners 
had that it would exhaust the juice of the 
last grape produced in this State at a good 
profit to grower and vintner. The invest­ 
m ent in wine vineyards and wineries in 
California is $100,000,000. The East is cry­ 
ing out for pure wine and sound old brandy 
ot domestic make. There is the demand. 
Here is the supply. It is idle to talk of 
letting the supply fail simply because the 
attention of the demand is not secured. 
Let this fine car be loaded with ports, 
hocks, 
clarets, sherries, angelicas 
and 
brandies. 
W e have always believed that 
there is a great future in the colder East 
for our sweet wines. The owner of a port 
vineyard who can age his pure wine will 
never lack a m arket if he can only once es­ 
tablish a trade. 
The same may be con­ 
fidently affirmed of our dry wines and 
champagnes. 
Californians who stay at 
home have no idea of the pride which our 
Eastern triends feel in proving the quality 
and character of the vinous products of 
this State. 
All they want is a chance to 
offer our best vintages in evidence and they 
will take care of our m arket. 
The fresh fruits which are being shipped 
now in many carloads per week, fiud a 
better m arket than ever in the wake of Cal­ 
ifornia on W heels. 
It will be the same 
with our wines. 
Therefore, let us have no moping on the 
plea of depression in the wine trade. As 
Mr. Mills put it so well to the State Board 
of Trade, “Adversity is the m other of en­ 
terprise.” Things are well done when they 
have to be done. 
The protection of an 
investm ent of $100,000,000 is lightly pur­ 
chased for $4,000. 
This new and larger exhibit will visit 
points that have not yet been reached. 
It 
will of necessity go to some that have al­ 
ready been its patrons. These will find it 
of increased excellence and therein will 
behold the exhaustless energy of our enter­ 
prising spifit. 
W hen its mission on the road is finished, 
and it has to give way to a successor of per­ 
haps four cars instead of two, its perm a­ 
nent stock will go to add to the stationary 
exhibit in Chicago, or to form the nucleus 
of another in New York or some far East­ 
ern city. 
So every season California will blow her 
own H orn of Plenty until trade and travel 
this way will be as natural as is now the 
shipping of Minnesota wheat to the Min­ 
neapolis mills. 
The press of our own State has well de­ 
served the thanks offered to it by the State 
Board of Trade. The country newspaper 
does more for the material advancem ent of 
California than any other press. The metro­ 
politan journais are gorged with city scan­ 
dal and gossip. The country paper is a 
fireside affair, and it carries broadcast the 
gossip of the field and orchard and vine­ 
yard. 
W e would rather read of a new 
hybrid fruit which adds to commerce an 
article of profit than of adultery in high 
life or low. Aud the cutting of great crops 
is more an object of hum an interest than 
the catting of m any throats. 
The country press will in a moment catch 
the spirit which puts this larger and better 
exhibi* of the novel materialities of Cali­ 
fornia in the field, and will support it with 
zeal.
